JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
. The Pacific mail Company’s steamer Colorado arrived at San 


Francisco on the 21st ult., with advices to the 22nd December. 
An account of her detention en route will be found in another 
column. The following summary of news has been telegraphed 
to New York :— 


The final argument in the Maria Luz case in Japanese, in 
course of arbitration by the Emperor of Russia, is now bei 
ie gb at the Japanese Foreign-office, under the slinection at 

. P. Smith. The existing arrangement is found to be unsatis- 
factory to both sides. One detail of the dispute, on the part of 
the Chinese, which remains to be adjusted, is the towing of junks 
from the Foo Choo Islands to the province of Fu-Kien. Hitherto 
the junks have had to pay an annual sum for commercial privi- 

The Japanese Goverment orders that this be discon- 
tinued, and asks that the system he abolished by the Chinese 
authorities. 

Arrangements had been completed for beginning the new 
postal system onthe Istof January. All the preliminaries were 
satisfactorily settled, except for the reception of letters from 
Yokohama in Hong Kong, which point was overlooked by the 
United States Government. The J < pening Government will 
Lack ag the mail delivery at Hong Kong until the deficiency 
is made good. 

Much comment has been excited in Yokohama by the extia- 
ordinary disposition of a case made by the Consul-General of 
the United States. A sailor belonging to the United States 
steamship Lackawanna was brought before the Consular Court, 
charged with drunkenness and assault. On being questioned as 
to the place of his nativity he replied that he was born in Liver- 
pool. . Thereupon the Consul-General sent him before the Bri- 
tish Court, where he was fined. The same man had been pre- 
viously tried and punished for a similar offence by the Consul- 
General of the United States, whose refusal to exercise jurisdic- 
tion in the present case is attributed toa quarrel with Captain 
McCaulay, of the Lackawanina. 

A Government decree for the relief of the poor throughout the 
Empire announces that any pauper, permanently incapacitated 
to work by accident, or any invalid over seventy years of age, 
shall receive annually ten bushels of rice. Persons without 
family, temporarily incapacitated, shall receive one pint of rice 
daily. Orphans under fifteen, and all persons over seventy, 
shall receive annually three and a half bushels of rice. 

The last of the Japanese troops left Formosa in the latter part 
of November, and arrived at Nagasaki in the first week of De- 
cember. General Saigo was expected in Yedo on the 27th of 
December, when a grand demonstration was to be made in his 
honour. 


Several applications forjnaturalisation have recently been made 
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the Japanese Government. At present there is no authorisation 
for a change of allegiance. , 


The Japanese Government has appropriated $1,600,000 for the 
construction of wharves in the harbour of Yokohama. The work 
is to be commenced immediately. | 

A new Japanese mission will proceed to Korea in January or 
February, with instructions to bring an envoy from that country 
to the Court at Yedo. ' 

The new Austro-Hungarian Minister, Chevalier Von Schaefler, 
arrived at Yedo, and presented his credentials to the Mikado on 
the 18th of December.

SHANGHAT.

In the Supreme Court the case “ Chaya Yahichi (a Japanese),

as agents of the steamer Wassh7, for the sum of $2,369, for breach 
of charter-party. Mr. Hannen appeared for the a the 
appellant being unrepresented professionally. is lordship 
shaiicterined the case as being a very important one as between 
natives and foreigners, and reserved judgment upon the points 
raised. 

The Supreme Court, R, A. Mowat, Esq., sitting as Registrar, 
with Messrs. A. J. Little and M. Coryell as Assessors, has 
heard arguments on reference, in the case of the sinking of the 
St. Francois, French barque, while lying at the Shanghai and 
Hongkew Wharf, by the Cawdor Castle, steamship. r, Ro- 
binson appeared on behalf of Captain Simon and the owners of 
the barque ; and Mr. Wainewright for the owners and agenta 
of the Cuwdor Castle. The arguments of the learned council 
extended to considerable a, and involved on both sides 
much technicality of marine law. The Registrar, at the con- 
clusion, briefly intimated that the Court sustained the contention 
on the part of the brig, which was that, as the steamer was the 
wrong-doer, the owners of the brig had a legal right to refuse 
to receive back their vessel, even after she had been raised and 
repaired by the defendants, and to claim compensation by pay- 
ment of her full value. The Court afterwards proceeded to hear 
evidence on the three items of the value of the vessel, her stores, 
and freight. 

At a meeting of No. 1 Company, 8.V.C., Lieut. Sim in the 
chair, it was unanimously resolved, on the motion of the Chair- 
man, seconded by Private Milsom, to recommend the appoint- 
ment of Capt. Brewer to the Municipal Council, as Captain of 
the Company. The Chairman, in making the nomination, re- 
ferred in complimentary terms to Capt. Brewer's past services in 
connection with the Corps, aud remarked that the rather small 
attendance at the meeting—one-third of the Company—was to 
be accounted fer by the fact that the members regarded Capt. 
Brewer’s election as a foregone conclusion. It was then sug- 
gested that the sergeants should ascertain, by circular among the 
members, what hours and what days it would be most conve- 
nient to have drill. The new uniform of the Company, it was 
mentioned, is to arrive by the next French mail. 


The new steamer Hankow, consigned to Messrs. Siemssen and 
Co., has arrived alongside the Shanghai and Hongkew Wharf, 
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She is a very fine specimen of naval architecture, being 2,400 
tons register, 407 feet in length, and 42 feet beam, with 28 feet 
depth of hold. She was built by Messra. C. Mitchell and Co., 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and is fitted with compound engines of 
500-horse power by Mesars. R. and W. Hawthorn and Co. The 
hac are 52 and 96 inches in diameter, and the engines have 

the latest improvements, including steam reversing gear, con- 
densers, &c. The saloon accommodation is of the highest class, 
Among other comforts each cabin is provided with an eleetric

ts, the particular cabin being mdicated by a number. 
On che pop is a very comfortable smoking room. She has ac- 
commodation for seventy-two first-class passengers. In the wheel 
house a novelty is to be seen in Cameron’s patent steam steering 
gear. By means of this, the helm can be put hard over each wa 
with a very trifling exertion and movement of the wheel, whic 
is not more than two feet indiameter. She is also fitted with 
steam winches and windlass. The average speed of the vessel is 
104 knots per hour on a consumption of thirty-eight tons of fuel 
per day. e e from London was made in fifty-five days 
eight hours steaming, and the total consumption of coal was 1,890 
tons, the number of revolutions made from Gravesend to Woo- 
sung being 2,820,670. The Hankow was detained three days at 
Woosung, and had to discharge a large quantity of cargo before 
she could be got over the Bar. 

Capt. Thomson, of H.M.S. Aodeste, has taken leave of his 
officers and crew, on departing for Hong Kong, to take com- 
mand of H.M. surveying and discovery ship Challenger. The 
crew were all mustered aft, when Capt. Thomaon announced 
the termination of his command of the Modeste, and expressed 
the regret he felt at severing a connection which had been to 
him one of uninterrupted satisfaction. In the evening 


the ship was illuminated with blue lights, and, amidst 
the loud cheering of the crew and the music of the band 
Captain Thomson, escorted by the whole of the officers o 


duty, proceeded to the Bangalore. The cheering was renewed 
again, and was supplemented by that of the crew of the British 
merchantman Northampton, which also exhibited a blue light 
and sent up rockets. The Modeste, under Captain Thomson’s 
command, has been what is significantly termed amongst British 
ied tie a happy ship, and general regret is felt at losing 80 
popular a commander, while at the same time the men feel a 
degree of pride that he should have been selected for so im- 
rtant a command as the Challenger. 

On the 18th Dec. two firemen, named Thomas Redmond and 
Alexander Kehoe, belonging to the steamer Achilles, after a few 
hours’ leave on shore, went off to their ship in a sampan, taking 
with them a camphor wood chest, which had been purchased by 
Redmond. The third officer, Mr. Duggan, hearing a disturbance 
alongside, went to the gangway to ascertain the cause, and saw & 
man, who afte1 wards proved to be Redmond, in the water. Mr. 
Duggan ran down the gangway ladder, and succeeded in ing 
and, with the assistance of the quartermaster, hauling him on to 
the ladder. Redmond then said that he wanted to get his 
chest on board himself, and also to help his companion 
on board, and in order to do this he jumped rather suddenly 
into the sampan, the consequence of which was that all went 
overboard together. Kehoe never rose again, but Redmond 
managed to keep afloat by paddling. Mr. Anderson, chief offi- 
cer, who had been attracted by the noise, got into a sampan, and 
endeavoured to rescue Redmond, but he sank within two yards 
of the proffered help. The sampan was allowed to drift with 
the tide near to the floating chest and a hat belonging to Red- 
mond, but nothing was seen of either of the men afterwards. 

A case of some suspicion happened on the river on the 17th 
Dec. A marine named Edward Carpenter, belonging to H.M.S. 
Ringdove, visited an acquaintance on board H.M.S. Modeste, and 
got into a sampan in order to return on board his own vessel, 
about ten o’clock. He did not report himself on board, and as 
he was also missing from next morning’s parade, every place was 
visited which men-of-war’s men are known to frequent, but 
without avail. A sequel to this mvsterious affair is, that neither 
the sampan man nor sampan have since been seen, although the 
boat was in attendance on the ships above named. 

The Concordia Theatre was crowded on the 23rd Dec. with 
the guests of the Club Liedertafel and Theater Verein, and the 
entertainment provided by the courteous hosts was very enjoy- 
able and therefore successful. It consisted of a one-act farce, 
Carlchen’s Erste Liebe— Young Carl’s First Love—and a short 
and particularly droll comedy, Herr Meidinger und sein Con- 
trabass”—Mr. Meidinger and his Double Bass. The more pro- 
minent characters in botk pieces were admirably taken, and the 
subsidiary ones were fairly filled. Before the rising of the cur- 
tain and between the plays the audience were regaled with some 
charming pianoforte duets, and the few accompaniments called 
for during the performance were neatly and tastefully given by 
the same talented amateurs. 

Pedestrians who take their evening walk in the direction of 
Yangtsepoo, and who enjoy the bracing effect on the muscles of 
ainting the Alpine heights of Hongkew bridge, will learn with 
regret that the Municipal Council invite tenders for lowering 
that admirable structure which forms the only eminence of any 
note in Shanghai. It is another instance of the levelling ten- 
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dencies of the age ; but we are glad to make the announcement, 
because we Syopatalee with the jinricksha coolies, for whose 
benefit doubtless the change has chiefly been resolved on. Had 
the community generally been worthy of consideration, it would 
have been carried out long ago. 

We desire to call the attention of the Municipal Council to a 

wing evil, in the hope that at the forthcoming meeting of 

ndrenters in May next something may be done to suppress, or 
at least reduce it. Under the existing lation there seems to 
be no limit to the number of licenses issued to wheelharrow 
coolies, and at the present moment the settlement is infested by 
no fewer than 2,000 of them. During the past six weeks or two 
months they have increased by nearly 400, and the cry is still they 
come! The phates By em, and are powerless to preventthe , 
nuisance and danger they create inthe public thoroughfares. The 
bund and other leading thoroughfares are crowded with them, and | 
they enter into brisk competition with the jinricksha coolies in | 
soliciting almost every well-dressed passer-by to take a ride. 
They are troublesome to pedestrians and dangerous to drivers. 
The present tax of 200 cash per month each on barrows is not 
sufficiently high to prevent still further accessions to this not 
altogether desirable class, and the questions may be asked, where 
do they come from, and what are they? A little inquiry shows 
that they are chiefly field-labourers, who come from various parts 
of Kiangsu, whose rate of wages is about 1,000 or 1,500 cash 
per month, but who, hearing of the El Dorado of Shanghai from 
Friends who have returned home with cash enough to enable them 
to rent or buy a little land on their own account, hasten hither 
with their barrows from distances of fifty, a hundred, and in some 
instances a hundred and fifty miles, in the hope of doing likewise. 
Hence the great increase of this immigration, to which we wish 
to draw attention. To limit the number by hard and fast line 
would perhaps be considered impolitic ; but it is possible so to 
raise the monthly tax, both on wheelbarrows and jinrickshas, as 
to keep the traffic within narrower limits, without interfering 
with the advantages which the public receive from competition, 
eyen among coolies. 
. Axerious riot has occurred at Taichow, in the Teentai dis- 
trict. In consequence of the tax on rice having been iucreased, 
the people rose en masse, to the number of ten thousand, about 
twelve days ago, and attacked the Chehsien’s yamen. They 
were opposed by the rd, but these, it is reported they 
either killed or compelled to fly. The gentry came to the assist- 
ance of the officials, but as usual with the Chinese when they 
get thoroughly excited, the rioters had become perfectly reckless 
and uncontrollable. A leading gentleman and the son of 
the Chehsien were killed, and the district magistrate himself 
parrowly escaped sharing their fate, having been rescued onl 
after he had received cuts on the head, shaulilers and leg. Sol- 
diers have been sent to Taichow from Ningpo and other places 
to the number of 1,500 or 2,000 and it is said that some six or 
eight executions of rioters have taken place already. The ring- 
leaders, with a numerous following, have fled to the hills, how- 
ever, whence it will be almost impossible to dislodge them if they 
are provisioned to stand a siege. | 

The Peking Gazette contain official reports by the Governor of 
Kwangtung and the Customs’ Taoutai at Canton, upon the great 
typhoon of 22nd September. Although these reports come 
rather late in the day, they will be read with some degree of 
interest. ine refer chiefly to the loss of life among Government 
servants and the damage likely to result to the revenue from the 
destruction of tax stations and the disturbance of trade. The 
ee memorial (No. 3 of Nov. 30) reads somewhat as if Hong 

ong and Macao were regarded as legitimate centres for the col- 
lection of Chinese revenue, instead of ports under foreign Govern 
ments. 





NINGPO, 

The North China Daily News states that instances of inter- 
ference with missionaries have again to be reported from the 
Chekiang province, At Ping-gan-hsien, a city in the prefecture, 
and to the south of Wanchow, the Rev. Mr. Stott and another 

entleman, who had recently established a Mission station there, 
ve been compelled to retire to the prefectural city, where they 
remain, having claimed the protection of the Chifu. The two 
missionaries had rented a house in Ping-gan, with the full know- 
e and tacit consent of the local authorities ; but though no 
preliminary opposition was offered, they had no sooner got into 
their new quarters than a popular outcry was made, just as at 
Hachow ; a mob congregated, wrecked the premises, and com- 
pelled the Missionaries to withdraw. On complaint being made 
to the Chifu at Wanchow, he ordered reparation to be made and 
the issue of a proclamation setting forth the objects and the 
rights of the missionaries, and enjoining respectful treatment of 
them. The recurrence of these outrages, however, tends to show 
that something more than simple pee for theactual damage 
done will have to be insisted on. e rowdies, instigated by the 
literati, seem to regard an attack on missionaries as an excitin 
kind of amusement. Although the immediate satisfaction offe 
may be accepted in the meantime, it is hoped that the matter 
will be further represented at Peking, with the view of imprese- 
ing strongly. on the Ohinese the gravity that such outrages 
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acquire from the frequency with which they occur in this pro- 
vince. 

Fears are said to be entertained regarding the safety of the 
Church of England Mission at Szchee, about ten miles from 
N ingpo. A dispute had arisen between a resident in Szchee and 
the head of the native Christians in the district ; and as demon- 
strations of ill-feeling against the Christians were being made, 
the Taoutai has sent an officer, in company with an officer from 
H.M. Consulate, to endeavour to settle the difficulty. 














HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 31st December ; 


no later mail from London had arrived out. The following 
items of news are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :-— 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders of the Union 
Insurance Society of Canton was held on the 28th Dec., to con- 
firm the resolutions passed at the meeting held on the 11th Dec. 
There were present :—Messrs. Pyke (Chairman), Sassoon, Hon. J. 
Whittall, Messrs. Lowcock, Hoppius, Hon. R. Rowett, Messrs, 
Ede (Secretary), Andre, Karberg, Landstein, Cairns, Alabor, and 
Nelson. The Chairman proposed that the resolutions passed on 
the 11th December be now confirmed. Mr. Nelson seconded. 
The resolution was passed unanimously, and the meeting then 
terminated. 

A very large tiger has been entrapped ina pit over on the 
Kowloon side, about twenty miles inland. The Chinese who 
caught the animal came over here to invite some Europeans to 
go and shoot it, to enable them to make medicine out of it. Two 
Europeans accordingly set out, but one of them broke down five 
miles off the place, and the other went on. On his arrival at 
the oie seeing the tiger was such a fine specimen, he at once 
struck a bargain and bought it. It will shortly be brought over 
to Hong Kong to be exhibited. 

On the 30th Dec. the three prisoners charged with complicity 
in the Spark outrage were again brought before Mr. May, the 
magistrate. Mr. Brereton appeared to prosecute on the part of 
the Chinese Government. Some further evidence having been 
gs as to the identity of the accused, Mr. Brereton put forth 

is points of application for rendition. These were cited at 
considerable length. After a considerable amount of argument 
as to the powers of the magistrates to commit the prisoners for 
trial, or to make a report to H.E. the Governor, and remand 
them to jail penalig instructions, it was ruled that they had 
power to do both, and, accordingly, after discharging the third 
prisoner, the other two were told they would be committed for 
trial at the criminal sessions of the Supreme Court, and were 
asked if they chose to make their defence here. They made 
answer they would make it here. Mr. Brereton obje to the 
course taken by the magistrates to send the case to the Supreme 
Court. The prisoners then made the subjoined statements :— 

The first prisoner said he had been thirty-three years in this colony 
and had never been out of it. He waseightcen years of age when he 
first came to Hong Kong, and had been master of a pullaway boat for 
thirty years. On the sixth moon of last year (July 1873) the witnesses 
Chun Ng Mui, and Chun Ayuet, asked him to take them to Stone- 
cutter’s Island. There were three other men with them. He refused 
to take them as it was 6 p.m. They abused him, and threatened to 
take him into custody. He told them to doso. After some angry 
words one of the five men said, “never mind, we will take a passenger 
boat.” They then left. He believed this false charge was brought in 
consequence of that. He had witnesses. 

The second prisoner said he had been three years in this colony. He 
was a fisherman from Toongkoon, and had a licensed boat. In the sum- 
mer he fished at Shung-wan and in the winter over at Yow Mah Tee. 
He had never been away from the colony. He did not know any of 
the witnesses. He did not do anything to them. He did not know 
why they brought this charge against him. He believed they did it 
for the reward offered. | 

Inspector Horsepool said none of ‘he witnesses pointed out the pri- 
soners. The man who pointed them out had never been seen since 
their apprehension. The second prisoner said he never saw who 
pointed him out, as when he was arrested he was asleep. The evidence 
of five witnesses for the defendants was then taken, all of whom testified 
that the prisoners were in the Colony on the day of the piracy. 

The defendants were then committed for trial. In the course 
of the proceedings two witnesses were charged with having given 
false evidence. One was acquitted and the other remanded for 
further investigation. 

We understand that Colonel Loring, the American Vice-Con- 
sul here, has received a communication from the United States’ 
Consul at Swatow, stating that he had sent a messenger to the 
wreck of the Japan, and that its exact locality had been ascer- 
tained. He also mentions that the bodies of two Chinamen, 
with upwards of $2,000 in gold upon them, had been picked up. 

The sunken steamer Leonor has been successfully removed 
from the old spot in front of the Insurance Engine-House, and 
has been towed down near the New Pier, at Wanchi, for the 
purpose of beaching her. 

THE BURNING OF THE “ JAPAN.”—OFFICIAL ENQUIRY. 

The official enquiry into the loss of the Japan has been_held 
at the American Consulate. The Court comprised :—H. 39. 
Loring, Esq., Vice-Consul, President ; Commander Lewis, U.S.N. 
Yantic ; Lieut, Gillpatrick, U.S.N. Yantic, and Captain Clough 
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(mercantile marine), American ship Malay. The principal points 
of the evidence adduced were as follows :— 

John Henry Cosgrove stated: I was chief engineer of the Japan. 
I have been chief engineer of different ships between seven and eight 
years. I have been in the service of the P.M.S.S. Company since 1856. 
The fire originated about half-past seven o’clock on the night of the 
17th Dec. The first intimation I had of it was the sounding of the 
engine-room, going to stop the engine. At the moment of the first 
alarm I wasin my room. I was not on duty. I went directly to the 
engine-room te see what was the matter. I next went to the stcam- 
pumps. I had a great difficulty in getting to the pumps. I could not 
get to the amidship pumps on account of the fire and smoke. After 
starting the forward pumps and getting two or three streams of water 
to bear on the fire, I succeeded in reaching the amidship pumps. I 
was calm and collected at this time. All the outward discharges were 
attended to. The third assistant and the first assistant engineers 
were in charge when the alarm was given. I asked if the pumps 
were started, and being told “no,” I went to them myself. 
Not two minutes had elapsed from the time of the first alarm 
till the starting of the pumps. The room was full of smoke 
when I got there, and all the lights were out but one. Fire was 
coming through the forward bulkhead, dividing the engine-room from 
the freight deck. I do nut know what freight was stowed there. I 
saw that all pumps and gear were in proper working order. I 
made an inspection in San Francisco, and found everything in 
proper working order, and reported to the captain. I made 
an inspection of everything on the night of the fire at eight 
o'clock, and all was in proper order. I first saw fire at the 
bulkhead mentioned, and then saw flames coming through a door 
near the engine-room. I next saw the engine-room all on fire, and 
flames were coming up both fire room skylights. Every man was at 
his post, and all orders were obeyed, so far as Iknow. The conduct of 
the officers and men in my department was very good, all working well 
and doing their best. 

James Henry stated : I am an engineer, and have been in the employ 
of the P.M.S.S. Company since 1850. I was third assistant engineer 
on board the Japan. I believe the fire broke out at twenty-eight 
minutes past eleven P.M. on the 17th inst. The first intimation I had 
of the fire was that I saw smoke coming from the freight deck on the 
port side through a coal bunker. I was in the engine-room on duty, 
and had full charge there. When I°saw smoke I called out “ Fire,” 
and the gong to stop the engine was sounded in less than half a minute 
afterwarda.—Michael Jordan stated: I was employed on the Japan, 
and had made ten voyages in her. I was a water tender. The first 
alarm of fire was given about twenty-five minutes after eleven. I 
was in the fire-room, and perceived the smell of wood burning. I 
called out that there was wood burning somewhere, and the gong was 
sounded and the engine stopped almost immediately. I was on watch 
at the time. I then pulled down the dampers and opened the smoke 
and fire doors. 

Henry Harrison Andrew stated : I was second officer on the steamer. 
The fire occurred about half-past eleven p.m. When I heard the alarm 
I was officer of the deck, and [ rang the fire-bell. I was relieved by 
Quartermaster Harris, and went aft and called the chief officer and the 
third officer. Cleared away all the boats aft. I left the ship in the 
last boat with the captain and chief officer. We saved some ten or 
fifteen passengers and crew and lay by the ship all night. Next morn- 
ing about eight o’clock we came across a fishing junk.—David Fulton 
said : I was second assistant engineer on board the Japan. When the 
first alarm of fire was given I was asleepin bed. I first heard the gong 
sound for the engine to be stopped. My station in case of fire is at the 
fire pumps amidships. I proceeded to my station immediately on hear- 
ing the alarm. I opened the steam valve and the sea valve, and set 
the water running, and then started the water through the hose to the 
deck. I then started to go on deck, and the flames, which seemed to 
be coming from the freight deck, nearly cut me off. 

Harry Lester stated :—I was employed on board the Japan, and was 
on board when she was burned. I was steerage watchman. On the 
steerage deck I smelt something burning. I went into the forward 
donkey-room on the steerage deck, and not seeing anything there, I 
rushed up the ladder and gave the alarm. I then saw smoke issuing 
from round the forehatch. I called to the deck watchman, and closed 
the ports in the steerage. Thesmoke was then issuing from holes in 
the lining of the ship, and I directly afterwards saw flames coming out 
there. I started to report that, and saw the bulkhead between the fire- 
room and the steerage in flames. I went to report that to the captain, 
and I went on the hurricane deck, but could not find him, but I 
reported it to the chief officer. I went below again to where I saw 
fire, and got anaxe. I cut a hole in the bulk head right under 
the fire. The flames were coming up through the stock-hole, where a 
port had been taken off, and I remained here for ten minutes directing 
two streams on it. Ithen went to the fore-hatch, where there was a 
hole and a hose inserted, and I cut another hole and put in another 
hose. I then got some wet blankets. It then got very hot, and about 
fifteen minutes afterwards the water supply became weak. I went to 
the captain, and he told me to cut a hole in the forward steerage on 
the port side, and I and the steerage steward did so. The flames then 
burst out there at once. I looked fore and aft the steerage then and 
could not see a soul, and we then went on the main deck and found we 
could pede the engine-room for the flames. I think the fire origi- 
nated amidships on the port side, in or around the fire room, or in the 
bunkers. 

John Rooney stated: I was espa on board the steamer Japan. My 
duty in case of fire is to assist the surgeon in allaying excitement among 
the passengers. In case of abandoning the ship, my first duty is to 
save the mails. I made an attempt to do so on the night of the fire, 
but was not successful, on account of the smoke. I went with the 
painter, and we brought out six bags of mails. My light was then ex- 
tinguished by the smoke. In trying to find my way on deck I was 
knocked down, and I dropped the mails. When I reached the deck I 
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met Captain Warsaw on deck by the engine-room. He ordered me to 
go on deck and see if the boats were swung. I came back and reported 
to him that they were swung. I then told him I had been unable to 
get out the mails, and asked him for some men to assist me. He 
told me to try and save what I could of them. I found the steward on 
the deck and several others, whom I cannot name, going to the mail 
room. The captain met us and told us to suve ourselves. I left the 
ship in the second starboard boat. I was in charge of the boat. The 
vessel was all on fire amidships, and all communication cut off fore and 
aft. The captain was on the hurricane deck after I left the ship. He 
was the last man I saw on board. 

Joseph Kennedy stated : I was carpenter on board the steamer. I 
think every effort was made to save the ship, and all the officers did 
their duty. Robert Morris Tyndal said: I was a passenger on board 
the Jupan. Captain Lewis: What was your idea of the conduct and 
self-posseasion of the captain and officers during the destruction and 
abandonment. of the Japin? A.—My idea was that they were per- 
fectly cool and collected, especially Captain Warsaw. Q.—Was every- 
thing directed, as well as you were able to judge, in a quiet manner, 
and with that firmness which should characterise a captain and his 
officers on such an occasion! A.—It was. : 


JUDGMENT OF THE COURT. 
The decision of the Court was given on the 28th Dec., and 
was as follows :— 


That the fire was caused by the spontaneous combustion of the coal 
egy there when coaling in the harbour of Yokohama, the coal having 

en taken on board during a violent rain storm, and consequently 
stowed in a wet and damp condition. That at the last inspection pre- 
vious to the fire, the engineer on duty failed to inspect this banker, 
although he did inspect all others containing coal, the reason assigned 
being that no coal had been used from this bunker since 5 p.m. that 
day. That such was the condition of affairs at 11.25 p.w., when the 
first alarm was given and smoke seen to issue from the vicinity of the 
coal bunker referred to. That immediately the engine was stopped, a 
general alarm sounded, veatilators turned from the wind, and in fact, 
the rules and regulations of the Company, made and provided for such 
an emergency, strictly complied with, and that the officers and crew at 
once put forward every effort in their power to subdue the flames. That 
the fire apparatus was in excellent condition, and was used to its utmost 
capacity, until the increasing heat prevented the pumps from working. 
That everything was done on the part of Captain Warsaw and the 
officers and crew generally under his cofmmand to save the vessel. That 
after all human efforts had proved fruitless, as shown by the evidence 
to subdue the fire and save the ship, she was abandoned by all on board 
at 12.45 on the morning of the 18th, the commander being the last man 
to leave the ship, but we find that in abandoning the vessel there was 
an evident lack of organisation in lowering and manning the boats pro- 
perly, although they were properly equipped and provisioned. 

That we are of opinion that there should have keen established a 
boat station bill upon this steamer, providing fur the emergency of 
abandoning the ship, with a view to the greater security of the lives of 
the passengers as well as the ship’s company, and to prevent confusion 
and disorder, as well as the lowering of the boats unauthorised by the 
commanding officer. A more rigid inspection of coal bunkers, a greater 
care in regard to burning surplus coal first, and a more careful super- 
vision of the condition of the coal when coaling should be exercised, 
and the temperature of the coal bunkers should be taken at least 
once every four hours for the purpose of preventing and detecting any 
incipient signs of combustion going on in them. 

From all the evidence we gather, the captain was cool, calm and 
collected, that he did his duty nobly and well, and exerted himself to 
the fullest extent to save the vessel under his command, and after her 
abandonment, in remaining by the wreck until all hope of saving 
further life was gone. We consider the conduct of the chief engineer 
reprehensible, both in passing an unauthorised order calculated to dis- 
spirit the persons engaged in subduing the flames, and in allowing the 

boat, in which he was the only male European, to leave the ship 
only partly filled, without endeavouring to save the lives of those re- 
maining on board and in the water, although, from the evidence, he ap- 
reaching the boat to have been suffering from inhalation of 

smoke, and not to have been actually in command of the boat. 

We consider the great loss of life among the Chinese passengers 
arose from the communication between the fore and aft ends of the 
ship (at which latter end most of the boats were placed) being cut off, 
their paralysation by fear preventing any efforts to save their lives, the 
roughness of the sea and darkness of the night, and the weight of the 
money in many cases slung upon their persons ; although life preservers 
were abundant, and were extensively made use of.

THE NEW EMPEROR OF CHINA.  - 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

Prince Chun, the father of the young Prince who has been pro- 
claimed Emperor of China, is the seventh son—Prince Kung being the 
sixth son—of the Emperor Taou Kwang, who died in 1850, and was 
succeeded by his son Hien Fung, during whose reign the Treaties of 
Tientsin were signed. Prince Chun was for some time, and probably 
is still, commander of the foreign-drilled Manchu troops at Peking ; 
he is reputed to be warlike, energetic, and opposed to Prince Kung’s 
more enlightened views of foreign policy. Li Hung Chang, who is 
mentioned in the telegram as being appointed First Minister (or, 
what is more likely, a member of the new Cabinet), is at present 
Governor-General of the Metropolitan Province of Chili, and 
is well known to foreigners by the name of Li Futai, who, 
when Governor of Kiangsoo, succeeded, with the assistance of Colonel 
Gordon, in driving the rebels from that province, and giving the 
death-blow to the Taiping rebellion. The exclusion of Prince 
from the Cabinet may be attributed to the dislike felt towards 
him by the Empress Regent (mother of the deceased Emperor) and ‘to 
his general unpopularity in Court circles. It will be remembered that 
after the death of the Emperor Hien Fung, Prince Kung obtained 
power and ascendency in the councils of the Regency by forcing his 
way into the Palace, and obtaining the execution of his two moet 
powerful rivals. And, in the present instance, backed gs he is by an 
able and influential official following, it is very doubtful whether he 
will be content to be deprived without a struggle of his many impor- 
tant and lucrative posts. The death of an Emperor of China has 
usually been followed by a period of disturbance ; and should the prac- 
tice of leaving instructions regarding the succession—for the Emperor of 
China has the right of nominating his successor—owing to the youth of 
the late Emperor, have been omitted, the suicide of the young Empress 
may be the first of a series of tragical events of which it is impossible 
to predict the dénouément. It should be added that Li Hung Chang is 
the ablest and most ambitious of the Viceroys or Governor-Generals of 
Provinces, and one who has long been regarded with great jealousy b 
the Peking Government. Li is a Chinese, not a Tartar; and as su 
has been an object of suspicion to all the Tartar party in the capital. 
He has devoted himself for many years to the creation of arsenals and 
the arming and diciplining of troops under foreign instructors. The 
motley force lately sent to Formosa on the evacuation of the island by 
the Japanese was probably no part of the force under Li’s command, 
which he would be little likely to detach from those under his own im- 
mediate control. He has long been suspected of designs to overthrow 


the Manchu dynasty. 
MINING IN CHINA. 

The Times, in noticing the Commission of Mr. James Henderson, 
cays :—Many will have felt that these mewsures in several ways imply 
changes which to this country are of no ordinary importance. It is, 
however, more obvious what effect they will immediately produce on 
our general Eastern tradethan how they may ultimately affect our domestic 
industries. Weare becoming gradually accustomed to the loss of our 
former monopoly in the economical working of coal, and we have no 
reason to anticipate any but beneficial effects from the opening of the 
unlimited coalfields of China. The result will obviously be to economise 
and to cheapen coal in our own markets and to stimulate our general 
steam trade in the Pacific and Indian Oceans. The present design of 
the native administrator, under whose commission Mr. Henderson 
has arrived in England, is, indeed, limited to rendering the 
Chinese Imperial armaments independent of foreign supplies ; but 
it is obvious that if capital and skill are once successfully employed 
in working the inexhaustible supplies of coal and iron which the soil 
of China affords, not only will they speedily go far beyond this point, 
but it is impossible to set limits to the development of an industry 80 
likely to acquire a firm establishment. We are much mistaken if this 
does not turn out to be the most effectual method of “ opening Chins” 
that has yet been discovered. With regard to our own commercial ip- 
teresta, of course, the free competition of the huge population of China 
Would revolutionise some conditions of our native industry. But such 
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an effect must be very gradual ; and in the meantime the mere influx 
of English skill could not fail in producing a beneficial effect on our 
ordinary trade and other relations with China, and a connection so close 
as that which bids fair to be established would certainly lead to an in- 
crease, on the part of China, in the desire of communication with this 
country. Our iron trade, though less independent, cannot be affected 
for many years to come, though it is quite possible that this nation may, 
sooner than has been anticipated, even by those who have threatened 
us with an ‘approaching exhaustion of our coal-fields, be destined to 
undergo a struggle for her commercial supremacy. We may, perhaps, 
hope that this prospect will afford matter for some serious considera- 
tion to English capitalists and labourers in the midst of the disastrous 
and suicidal struggles which have become almost epidemic among us. 
The edifice of our trade has not been built up by the blind operation of 
unintelligent force, nor by the mere calculation of proportions, balances, 
and percentages. Minute economy, prudence, and enterprise are as 
necessary to sustain as to found a commercial system, and those quali- 
ties are no longer so conspicuously developed as they once were in 
those with whom lies the maintenance of the main trade which has 
- given us our present sovereignty in the markets of the world. 


QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The following ph appears in the Speech :— 

“The differences which had arisen between China and Japan, and 
which at one time threatened to lead to war between those States, 
(countries) have been happily adjusted. I havé learnt with pleasure 
that the good offices of my Minister at Peking have been largely in- 

. strumental in bringing about this result.” 
- Karl GRANVILLE in his address said :— 

“The intelligence relating to the settlement of the differences be- 
tween China and Japan is satisfactory, for no greater evil in that part 
of the world can be imagined than a war between those two countries. 
It is admitted that this happy result is largely due to the exertions of 
our able Minister in China; but the sentence in which the acknow- 
ledgment is made appears to be misplaced, for surely it is unusual to 
mention a Minister personally, although I do not at all deny that great 
credit is due to a Minister on whom the burden of a negotiation en- 
tirely rests.” 

The Duke of RicHMonD, in reply, stated that his noble friend ob- 
jected in a good-humoured manner to the language of the paragraph 
with regard to China and Japan. The Speech from the Throne says, 
“T have learnt with pleasure that the good offices of my Minister at 
Peking have been largely instrumental in bringing about this good re- 
sult,” referring to the adjustment of the late differences between those 
two countries. My noble friend says it ought to be “my good offices.” 
But there were good reasons for the language which has been used. At 
the distance of this country from China it was perfectly impossible to 
give the Minister there minute instructions. He had general instruc- 
tions, therefore, to promote peace if he could; and I shall be corrected 
by my noble friend near me (the Earl of Derby) if I am wrong when I 
say that it was mainly due to the personal influence of the Minister 
there that the happy result alluded to was brought about. We thought 
it right that it should be known here that results so desirable had been 
attained by the personal influence of the Minister, and that is the reason 
why the paragraph has been expressed as it is. 





Wrri reference to the invitation sent by the King of Siam to Eng- 
lish astronomers to view the forthcoming solar eclipse, a correspondent 
of the Atheneum points out that the Siamese have very slight scientific 
knowledge, and, therefore, the astrunomers must not count on anything 
more than a little unskilled manual assistance.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

HamBura, Fes. 2. 

The death of Major-General Meydam, of the Engineers, is reported from 
Berlin, and isa great loss, not so much to the Army as to the Telegraphic 
Department, of which he was the head, and had the merit of having organ- 
ised and brought it up to its present high state of efficiency. It. 
was only quite recently that he obtained the rank of general officer. 
In spite of much official opposition, he succeeded in gaining the con- 
sent of the Emperor to the employment of unmarried young ladies and 
widows without children in his department, which has been found to 
work so admirably. One of his last official acts was to devise a dis- 
tinctive badge for them, as an equivalent to the uniform of the mas- 
culine sex, consisting of a knot or bow of black velvet crossed by a 
silver arrow, and worn at the throat of the dress when on duty, simple 
and neat, as till then the distinctive mark of these ladies being in the 
service of the State was a very decided tendency to their over-dreesing 
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themselves in the most oufre fashion of the day, which he considered 
unbecoming their position, and therefore speedily put a stop to. His 
successor has not yet been appointed, but it is expected that the 
vacancy will be filled up by an officer of scientific attainments either of 
the general staff or the engineers. In the meantime the duties of 
Director-General have been tranaferred pro tem. to Dr. Stephan, the 
Postmaster-General. Berlin papers state that negotiations have been 
opened to induce General von Chauvin to return to the office that he 
formerly held as Head of the Telegraph Department ; others say that 
the appvintinent will be given to Colonel May, of the Engineers, who is 
now superintending the topographical survey of Alsace-Lorraine ; while 
others again maintain it will be given to Lieutenant-Colonel Schulz, 
commandant of the Railway Military Battalion. 

On Saturday last the ordinary general meeting of the Makler (or 
Brokers’) Bank of Hamburg was held in the Exchange Rooms, Herr J. 
Frensdorff in the chair. The annual report, which, contrary to the 
usual custom, was not printed for distribution, was read by the secre- 
tary. It states that the sanguine views of the directors expressed at 
the last annual meeting have not been realised, as the Exchange has 
not yet recovered from the general depression caused by the crisis of 
1873. They were, however, in a condition to declare a dividend of 6 
per cent., which, under the circumstances, might be considered sutis- 
factory. A motion was then made by Dr. Wex for a reduction of the 
joint-stock capital to one million thalers by the purchase of the needful 
number of shares at par but free of interest, for which purpose the 
shareholders be invited to make offers, and if more were presented 
than were required a pro rata repartition should ensue. As no objec- 
tion was made by any of those present the motion was passed and the 
directors authorised to do the needful for the execution of the measure. 
The amount of the shares to be thus called in and amortised is 335,000 
thalers. The balance-sheet shows a clear profit of 102,774 reichs 
marks, which, after paying all salaries, rent, dotation of reserve fund, 
and deduction for doubtful debts, leaves 96,120 marks for a dividend 
of 6 per cent. on the 40 per cent. paid-up capital. At the close of the 
meeting the usual elections took place, when Herr Lappenberg was 
confirmed as member of the Court of Administration, vice Baron von 
Kapherr, resigned, Heir Ernest Jacques was elected a member, and 
Messrs. L. Levy and H. F. Uhlenhoff re-elected as auditors for the 
current year. 

Dr. Ernest Bieber, a young abi ba of this city, has been appointed

carried on by means of steamers.

THE CHINESE SUCCESSION. 


(THE TIMES. ) 

“Rumours” from the Far East are ordinarily of so attenuated a 
character a5 barely to merit even a passing notice; but the rumours 
which have been flashed to us from China within the last few days 
point to such momentous contingencies that if there be any foundation 
of truth in them they are worthy of the most serious consideration of 
Englishmen. It was hardly likely, indeed, that the sudden death, 
without issue, of the young Emperor of China, who had only reigned 
three years, after a female Regency of twelve, should pass without 
exciting misgivings and surmises concerning the succession. The nearest 
heir to the Throne being the infant grandson of an uncle of the late 
Emperor, speculation as to the constitution and character of the future 
Government was the most natural thing in the world. There was, 
first of all, the question whether the numerous surviving uncles of the 
deceased Sovereign would acquiesce in the claims of the child of Prince 
Tun, and be content to consign the affairs of the Empire to another 
long Regency. And then, assuming the young Prince’s title to 
be indefeasible, what form was the Regency to take? Among so 
many claimants and amid the strife of parties, which occasionally 
rages fiercely in Peking, a battle on this question would seem 
almost inevitable; and, notwithstanding the proverbial slowness of 
the East in most things, in crises like the present aspirants for 
the Eastern Thrones are wont to display both energy and readiness 
when the moment arrives for a coup d'état ora revolution. With so 


much antecedent probability, therefore, of a struggle for supremacy at. 


Peking, the rumour of disturbances there may be sufficiently accounted 
for without necessarily assuming its truth. But, whether there be an 
actual disturbance at the present moment or not, it is obvious that the 
circumstances of the Chinese Government are full of difficulty and 
danger. The stake which this country has in China is sufficient to 
impart to the question more than a mere political interest for us. Our 
sympathies are appealed to on no sentimental grounds. The most 
enduring bond that ever united two nations, that of common commer- 
cial interests, binds our people to the vast population of China, and 
whatever menaces the peace of that Empire may well create anxiety in 
the minds of our manufacturing and trading classes. Not, indeed, that 
British commerce with China has ever begun to realise the reputed, 
though probably much exaggerated, expectations which the population 
of that Empire and their advanced material civilisation caused most 
naturally to be entertained. The total value of British trade with 
China after all the efforts that have been made to stimulate it—efforts 
which have notoriously proved ruinous to many of those engaged in it 
—remains not only insignificant, but almost unpro ive, 

With a population at least equal to that of British India, a far more 
productive soil, and a greater complexity of personal wants, the figures 
of exports to and imports from China amount only to one-third of the 
value of our trade with India. The effect of the Taeping insurrection 
—a decade of rapine and butchery—has by no means been effaced. 
Jungle still grows on the ruins of what in the memory of living men 
were noisy cities ; disastrous floods, which have submerged large tracts 
of country for several successive years ; occasional local famines ; the 
weight of arbitrary taxation generally, and affecting our own trade in 
particular, contrary even to the provisions of our Treaty ; and our, as 
ha imperfect access to the interior of the country—these and such 

ike causes may help us to comprehend the stationary character of our 
trade with China without impairing our hope in the future. But 
the fact of our being driven to influences beyond the ordinary 
conditions of commerce in order to find an explanation of the 
backwardness of the China trade illustrates the precariousness 
of that trade, and how sensitive it may be to political commotion. 
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Recent events in China have brought out in a clear light the. state of 
utter disorganisation into which the administration fallen. On 
one side we see a comparatively insignificant Power like Japan 
inflicting a signal humiliation on the great Empire, while in the 
Western Provinces we hear of disbanded and unpaid armies revenging 
themselves on the industry of the country, and the smouldering fires 
of rebellion flickering up here and there with ominous frequency. Not- 
withstanding the vast sums of money expended during the past ten 
years on arsenals, on ships of war, torpedoes, and on drilled soldiers, 
the first threatening blast of war discovered the Chinese army as exist- 
ing only on paper ; and the fleet, of which so much has been said and 
written, for all practical purposes “nowhere.” It is the disorder which 
such revelations bring to light which lends to a possible quarrel, unim- 
portant in itself, a significance of no common kind. At another time 
a squabble for legitimacy in China, a dispute as to which brother should 
place his grandchildren on the Throne, would excite little enthusiasm 
among the Chinese people, and would be a matter of indifference to us. 
But we cannot forget that the Manchu Dynasty, which has ruled China 
for 200 years, is alien, unpopular, and worn-out. The military prowess 
which enabled a small tribe of so-called Tartars to subjugate and hold 
the Chinese Empire, to impose a badge of conquest on all its male in- 
habitants, which is their most conspicuous “head mark’ to this day, 
has disappeared, and the noble qualities of the Emperors of the 
last century, Kanghe and Kienluog,—have given place in the later scions 
of their house to effeminacy and utter worthlessness. This moribund 
dynasty, governing a t Empire on the mere tradition of a power, 
the substance of which has long since passed away, would do wisely not 
to draw too marked attention to the weak tenure of its authority ; for, 
once the title of an occupant of the Throne—i.e., of the Vicegerent of 
Heaven on earth—is seriously called in question, the Divine Right 
theory may receive irreparable damage. MReverent allegiance to a 
Sovereign Pontiff will go a long way in preserving things as they are, 
but there cannot be two Infallibilities—in China any more than else- 
where—and the appearance of rival claimants to the Dragon Throne 
under existing circumstances may destroy the whole superstition. 

But this is not all. With the rapid decadence of the Manchus, with 
the exhaustion or absorption of the Tartar garrisons which were 
in every great city of the Empire, we cannot fail to notice how the 
native Chinese have been gradually coming to the front. It is not 
merely that the principal offices of State and the most important mili- 
tary commands are in their hands, but more than one of the high offi- 
cials stands out a head and shoulders above his fellows, i 
abilities of the very first order, and displaying a degree of administra- 
tive energy which would prove equal to any emergency that might 
arise. The name of Li-Hung-Chang, the present Viceroy of Chili, 
will occur to many of our ers, and there are others not inferior to 
Li, though less known to foreigners, among whom we may mention 
Tso-teung-tang, Viceroy of Szechuen and Kansuh, who has lately been 
qdecesatiil in suppressing a formidable Mussulman rebellion in the 
north-west. It is to such men as these that the country will have to 
look, if the Manchu family commit felo-de-se by internecine war, to save 
the State from that worse than the worst misgovernment—anarchy. 
Li keeps three arsenals going, and commands the purse of some of the 
wealthiest districts of the Empire, while he rules officially the metropo- 
litan Province, and resides within 100 miles of the capital. It is to him, 
therefore, that our thoughts naturally turn as the most likely in the 
event of acrisisto be called on to preserveorder. Underthese circumstances 
it would be interesting, if it could be ascertained, to know how he stands 
affected towards foreigners. Li, it must be admitted, bears the repu- 
tation of being hostile to foreigners ; but such an expression hardly 
conveys a definite meaning. It is said that the heavy armaments he 
is preparing are for the ultimate purpose of defying foreign nations, 
but we cannot seriously reproach a Statesman for desiring to place his 
country in a state of defence. His hostility to foreigners has further 
taken the form of commercial competition by the organisation of a 
steam fleet on the coast of China, for which several additional vessels 
are at the present moment being built in this country. Neither to 
this form of warfare, however, can we consistently take exception. We 
may add that Li-hung-Chang has resolved to open up the coal and iron 
mines of his provinse, and has commissioned an agent to obtain in Eng- 
land the requisite means and appliances. This is the movement that, 
above all others, the most progreasive of foreigners have strungly urged 
on the Chinese, and their slowness to adopt it has been adduced as 
convincing evidence of the obstinacy of their prejudices, We can only 
say that 2o long as our enemy is content to fight us with such weapons, 
let us have a fair field and no favour. 








COLLIERIES AND IRONWORKS IN CHINA. 
: (THE TIMES.) 

Mr. Henderson, who has passed about thirty years in China, and who 
is now in England, has been commissioned by the mandarins in charge 
of the areal of Tientsin and Shanghai, in pursuance of instructions 
from his Excellency Li-hung-chang, Viceroy of the Province of Chihli 
and Superintendent of efor the Northern Treaty Ports, to pro- 
cure the necessary plant for working the collieries and iron mimes and 
for smelting and manufacturing iron in that province according to the 
most approved European pon Se He has also been authorised to 
obtain the services of competent Euro to direct the works. Atten- 
tion has been tedly directed in The Times to the vast coalfields of 
China, and to the fact that steam coal, quite equal in quality to the 
best South Wales coal, abounds at Chaitang, in Chihli, about forty miles 
west of Peking. There is not at present a single coal-mine in China 
worked on scientific principles; there is neither steam-engine nor 
pump ; and the smelting of iron is conducted only in the most primitive 
manner. Owing to the high prices which the Chinese are obliged to pay 
for foreign coal and pig iron—for the latter sometimes 48 much as 
£10 per ton—the authorities have determined to utilise some of their 
coalfields and deposits of ironstone which, as well as coal, occurs in great 
abundance in various Provinces of China, and to work them in the 
mort systematic and advantageous manner, The field which has been 
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selected for commencing operations upon in the first instance is situated 
at P’ung C’hung, near Tre-chow, in the county of Ta-ming-fu, in the 
southern part of the Province of Chihli, and bordering on the Province 
of Honan. It would have been impossible to select any locelity richer 
in coal, ironstone, and limestone, or better placed with regard to facility 
of access. The field is situated on a plateau bordering on and about 
800 feet above the level of the great Plain of Chihli, and distant about 
twenty-five miles from some small rivers, down which the produce of 
the mines and iron works will be conveyed to Tientsin. To complete 
the chain of communication it is intended to construct a rail tramway 
from the mines to one of the rivers in question. It is proposed, in the, 
first instance, to meet the requirements of the national arsenals; but 
as soon as circumstances will permit, manufactured iron of all descrip- 
tions will be produced. In conclusion, it may be mentioned as a notable 
instance of neglect to utilise national resources, that the very locality 
jm which the authorities are about to commence mining operations is 
referred to in an ancient Chinese history, some 2,000 years old, as being 
the spot where the loadstone was first discovered in China. 


‘THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY INVESTIGATION 
On the 18th Jan. Mr. Whitelaw Reid, of the 7'ribune, was examined by 
the Cormmittee concerning his knowledge of the Subsidy. He had no 
positive information whatever. and it seems that his editorial allusions 
to various parties having received money were based entirely upon 
what he calls current rumour. He gave the Committee one or two sug- 
gestions which will lead to the summoning of other witnesses, who may, 
perhaps, give some infurmation. He had been told by Captain Brad- 
bury, and says Captain sradbury’s brother knows the same thing, that 
King had written a letter to the company after the passage of the Sub- 
sidy, demanding twenty-five thousand dollars extra compensation, and 
that the matter had been referred to Edwards Pierrepont as attorney. 
He said Captain Bradbury’s brother had seen this letter from King, in 
which the latter alluded to the prison bars behind him. The Com- 
mittee will take pains to test the correctness of this state- 
ment by summoning the proper witnesses. Mr. Reid also 
referred to an interview with Irwin, which he says left the 
impression on his mind that Irwin spent nine hundred thousand 
dollars, and in addition to that Congressman Parsons spent three 
hundred thousand dollars, making twelve hundred thousand dollars 
in all expended in procuring the Subsidy. Mr. Irwin disputes 
the correctness of Reid's statement of his interview, so far as it relates 
to Parsons. Mr. Reid said that the names of Mr. Dawes and Mr. Wood 
were connected with the Subsidy by current rumour in New York. At 
‘the request of Mr. Reid, he was granted a private conference with the 
Committee, in order that he might give them some clues to evidence 
which would be useless if made public. A member of the Committee 
stated that there were two or three suggestions which were new, and 
which might prove valuable, but declined to state what they were.—- 
Mr. Rufus Hatch presented the Committee a long list of questions 
which he desired should be propounded to Mr. Reid. The Committee 
refused his request. His questions were such as the following :— 
“ What is the circulation of the Tribune?' “Is it owned by an indivi- 
dual or by a corporation?" “ How much of it do you own?” Is Jay 
Gould a stockholder in the Tribune?' And then the questions go on to 
cover the whole ground of the organisation of the new China line, and 
of the opposition to the Pacific Mail. The Committee say that their ob- 
ject is to find out what corrupt use was made of the money expended 
by the company in procuring the Subsidy, and they will not undertake 
to settle Mr. Hatch’s controversies with other parties. 


On the 19th the principal witness was Mr. Charles A. Wetmore 
correspondent of several papers on the Pucific Coast, who seems tu have 
written despatches in which he made some slanderous assertions about 
members of the Committee, coined out of current rumour and a rather 
lively imagination. He was summoned by the Committee to put in 
their possession the information on which he based his despatches, 
He stated that two members of the Committee—Mr. Dawes and Mr. 
Beck—had become singularly silent and slow in the pursuit of news. 
It was discovered that he knew nothing at all about what either of the 
gentlemen had done or had not done to justify this assertion. In 
regard to Mr. Dawes he could make no explanation of it, but that Mr. 
Beck had become silent and slow because Mr. Schumaker was a Demo- 
crat. Being further pressed he volunteered the statement that some- 
body had told him that Mr. Beck received a cheque through Fant, 
who was recently exposed by Mr. Abert. Mr. Beck was greatly 
annoyed at this statement, and very properly sought to find out who 
was the author of it. Wetmore refused to tell, whereupon he was 
turned over to the House and adjudged to be in contempt. The wit- 
neas subsequently sent to the House a letter of apology for his state- 
ments, and the opportunity was promptly seized to discharge him from 
eustody. 

Ox the 20th the Committee took under consideration a proposition to 
tura over to the grand jury the evidence elicited connecting William 
8. King with the corruption fund used to secure the passage of the 
Subsidy, in order that an indictment may be found prior to the limita- 
tion fixed by the statute. King disappeared upon the day on which 
evidence was elicited tracing to him $115,000 of that fund, and all 
efforts on the part of the Serjeant-at-Arms to secure his arrest have 
been unsuccessful. It is believed that King is now in Canada, beyond 
the jurisdiction of the United States authorities. There have been 
unusual and extraordinary efforts to secure his attendance, and also 
the attendance of A. H. Whiting. 

On the 21st Mr. Irwin, who has been released from gaol, came before 
the Committee and purged himself from the contempt for which he 
Was committed, by giving a list of names of the persons to whom 
lie had paid money for procuring the passage of the Subsidy, 
ahd the amounts paid to each of them. All the names upon 
his list, with but one or two unimportant exceptions, have been 
heretofore connected with the Subsidy business. The large amounts 
Which were evidently paid by him for distribution were $125,000 
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to King, $100,000 to A. H. Whiting, and $300,000 to Schumaker. 
Then there were several amounts ranging from $5,000 to $25,060, 
which brings the aggregate of the expenditures which Mr. Irwin 
accounts for up to about $700,000. He has not stated how much he 
received for his own services. Hatch received $20,000; Ingham, of 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean, $10,000; Forney, $25,000. Mr. Irwin's 
statement that he had paid $25,000 to Forney corroborates the testi- 
mony of McFarland. Irwin states that when he gave Schumaker. 
$275,000, just as he was leaving for California, Schumaker claimed the 
amount he was to receive, $300,000, und convinced Mr. Irwin of the 
correctness of that claim. He subsequently sent $25,000 from San 
Francisco, a fact which is otherwise in evidence, that he hag no recol- 
lection of receiving this, but if he did receive it he disposed of it 
according to Irwin's directions, 

D. W. Voorhees and Boyd Winchester were both examined relative 
to the published statements that they had deposited thousand-dollar 
bills with the Serjeant-at-Arms the day after the passage of the Sub- 
sidy, and both of them cleared themselves satisfactorily from any im- 
putations of connection with the Subsidy corruption,

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


(MORNING POST.) 

From accounts recently received of the condition of affairs in the 
Straits Settlements and the adjacent peninsula, it appears that Sir An- 
drew Clarke has been giving the native chiefs a convincing proof that 
they cannot be permitted to release themselves from their compacts 
with him, acting on behalf of the British Government, or treat his en- 
voys or the messages of which they are the bearers with disrespect. 
On the 18th of November last his Excellency, having had occasion to 
address a letter to the Datu Bandar of Sunjie Ujong, who has of late 
been extremely troublesome, that ruler thought fit to treat the missive 
with contumely, and to threaten the messenger who conveyed it. 
Thereupon Sir Andrew Clarke took immediate steps for punishing him, 
which he did most effectually, as will be seen a little further on. But 
before entering on the narrative of this expedition, it will be necessary 
to go back a little into the history of the small Malay States which 
bound our settlement of Malacca, in order to elucidate, if possible, 
their mutual relations to each other and to our Government in the 
Straits, and to show the necessity that is laid upon us, for the safety of 
a portion of our colony, to compel the different chiefs to be of good 
behaviour. It will no doubt be remembered that in May last his Ex- 
cellency visited Sunjie Ujong at the instance of the chief ruler of that 
country,in consequence of the confusion andanarchy then existing onthe 
River Lingie, by which trade was completely at a standstill. On this occa- 
sion Sir Andrew Clarke destroyed some strong stockades at Bukit Tiga, 
which were the head-quarters of the piratical chiefs, and opened the 
Lingie for the conveyance of tin to Malacea and elsewhere from the 
rich mines of the country. In the proceedings at that time the Datu 
Bandar also figured disereditably. The origin of the disturbances which 
so seriously affected Sunjie Ujong will appear in the account which we 
now proceed to give of the small Malayan States on the borders of our 
own territory. Originally these States were nine in number, and they are 
supposed to have been established by members of the Menangkabowe 
family, from Sumatra, who settled in the interior of Malacca, and con- 
tracted marriages with the women of the country some time in the 
twelfth century, shortly after the foundation of the first Malayan Em- 
pire at Singapore. The States appear to hive been tributary to the 
Empire of Malacca from their first establishment, and in later days, 
when Johore became the seat of Government, they were subject to it, 
being governed after a system enforced by the Sultan of that country, 
but probably inaugurated by his predecessors at Malacca. Under this 
system each State was presided over by a chief styled the “ Punghulu,” 
who was assisted in his office by four “ Sukus,” or chiefs of tribes. The 
Punghulus were elected from a particular family by the Sukus and people, 
but it is evident that the Sultan of Johore was consulted in the elections 
when any difficulty arose, and by him distinctive titles which are used up 
to the present day were conferred on these high officials, the spheres of 
whose government in process of time apparently were recognised as 
confederate States governed by their subordinate rulers, under the au- 
thority, which was scarcely exercised at all, of the Sultan above-named. 
By-and-by, five of the States were left under the direct rule of this 

rince, and Sunjie Ujong, Rumbowe, Johore, and Sri Menanti, which 

d taken the place of Naning in the Confederation, were placed under 
a ruler from the Royal family of Menangkabowe, who was created Eam 
Tuan Besar, or Great Ruler. It should be stated that prior to this, and 
whilst Naning was still one of the Confederate States, the Sultan of Jo- 
hore had made over his rights to Sunjie Ujong, Rumbowe, and Johore to 
the Dutch, and it was in consequence of the general dissatisfaction with 
their rule that the States requested the Sultan to appoint the afore- 
said Great Ruler. Five successive princes of the Menangkabowe family 
beating this titie reigned over the States, the last of whom was com- 
pelled to retire to Sumatra after a troubled and disorderly reign of six 
years. It would seem that their authority after all was more nomm 
than real, for they were not permitted to take any part in the actual 
government of the States, but were more like pageant princes ; and it 
may be said that the system under which they were appointed was 
highly disadvantageous to the States. At the close of this dynasty, if 
so it may be termed, the States continued to be governed as they were 
before by their own Punghulus, except that the nominal headship of 
the Eam Tuan Besar having ceased, there was no one whom they oF 
their neighbours recognised as the leading man of the four States col- 
lectively. It is supposed that prior to the establishment of the Me- 
nangkabowe rulers Sunjie Ujong was looked up to by the other States, 
for ite chiefs were accorded the distinctive appellation of “elder 
brother” by the other three Punghulus. Nevertheless there 
was no manifest disposition at the time of the expulsion of 
the last Great Ruler to elevate the Sunjie Ujong chief, known 
as the Datu Klana, to the position of Eam Tuan Besar. This 
title was, however, usurped by one Rajah Alli, who on his mothers side 
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wes grandson of the second Great Ruler, and was generally re- 
uted to be one of the most able and ambitious of all the Malay chiefs. 
. He had plotted against his uncle Rajah Assit, created Eam Tuan Muda 
by the third Great Ruler, and when in exile for his treasonable prac- 
_ tices, went to Rumbowe, where the Rajah resided, induced him to retire 
in his favour for a time, and finally supplanted him in his dignity. This 
same Rajah Alli stirred up the opposition and rebellion against Rajah 
Labu, the last of the Royal Great Rulers, which finally obliged that 
prince to leave the country, but in the intrigues which he carried on at 
. that time he was strenuously resisted by the Chief Ruler of Sunjie Ujong, 
Johore, and Sri Menanti, who had never recognised his position as Eam 
-Tuan Muda, and combined in besieging him at Bandar in Rumbowe. 
Rajah Alli had therefore no reason to be amicably disposed to the chief 
of Sunjie Ujong, and it is probable that to the enmity thus begun may 
‘be due some of the complications between Rumbowe and that State 
which are disclosed in the subsequent history. On the flight of the 
above-named Rajah Labu, the Punghulu and Sukus of Lower Rumbowe 
declared Rajah Alli“ Great Ruler,” and his son-in-law, Syed Sabban, 
“ Lesser Ruler ;” but neither of these elections was considered valid by 
the rulers of the other States, and his authority was confined to Rum- 
bowe. It was about this time thut the Ruler of Rumbowe first derived 
any revenue from the tin mines of Sunjie Ujong, or, more strictly 
ing, Lingie, which is a settlement owning allegiance to Sunjie 
Ujong. The chiefs of Rumbowe have also claimed to have jurisdiction 
over it as having been founded by men from their territory, but this 
claim the Lingie people have always repudiated. It may be well here 
to give a brief account of the founding of this settlement, and to under- 
stand this the better it will be requisite to glance at the geographical posi- 
tion which it occupied with regard to the two States which put forward 
retensions to authority over it. Both territories are situated on the 
Lingis-civer, which is divided into two branches at Sampang, about 
six miles from its mouth, Sunjie Ujong lying on the northern and 
Rumbowe on the southern branch of the river. About ten miles up the 
‘former, but on the opposite side of the Sunjie Ujong, is the settlement 
known as Lingie, formed originally by some Bugghese men from Rhio, 
over whom the Klana of Ujong appointed one of their number as Datu, 
which means head of a tribe or chief of a district. In course of time 
a Rumbowe man settled in Lingie, and having married one of the 
Dat:1's daughters, was subsequently, on the death of his father-in-law, 
placed in his position by the Klana of Sunjie Ujong, with the concur- 
rence, according to some accounts, of the Punghulu of Rumbowe. The 
fact of this Datu having been a subject of Rumbowe and of others 
from the same State having joined tho settlement, seems to be the 
origin of the claim of that State to Lingie. Be this as it may, the 
Rumbowe people have always endeavoured to share the revenues of 
Sunjie Ujong on the northern branch of the river, asserting that the 
whole of the left bank, on which Lingie is situated, belongs to them.

News has been received of the murder, by inhabitanta of Bushire, of 
the interpreter of Her Majesty's ship Magpie, which has been engaged 
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on service in the Persian Gulf. The interpreter, though a native and 
employed in a civil capacity, was serving under the British flag. 

Rear-Admiral Edward Bridges Rice is named as the probable suc- 
cessor of Rear-Admiral Sir William King Hall, K.C.B., Superintendent 
of Devonport Dockyard, on the promotion, which may be shortly looked 
for, to Vice rank of the latter officer. 

The Nymphe, screw-sloop, recently commissioned, has been un- 
undocked at Sheerness. She will proceed to the Australian Station, 
calling at the Cape of Good Hope, and will relieve the Dido, which has 
been nearly four years in commission. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hadfield, of the Madras Invalid Establishment, 
who greatly distinguished himself in the Chinese war of 1841, has been 
awarded the good service pension rendered vacant by the death of 
Colonel R. 8. Wilson. 

Mr. John D. Deane, lieutenant of H.M.S. Duke of Wellington, late of 
the Avon, brother to Mr. Deane, superintendent of police at Hong 
Kong, has passed the extra examination qualifying him for navigating 
duty.

MR. CONSUL SALTER ON THE YANG-TSZE.  —s_— 

A statement recently made by Mr. Colton Salter, formerly United 
States Consul for the treaty ports of the Yang-tsze, in relation to the 
antiquity of the practice of pisciculture in China, has been disputed by 
Professor Baird, the United States’ Fish Commissioner. Mr. Salter, in 
replying, asks the scientific and commercial men of New York to aid 
him in organising an expedition for a thorough exploration of the Yang- 
tsze-Kiang, which, he observes, is over 3,000 miles long, and above 
Hankow (650 miles from Shanghai) is virtually closed to all foreign 
trade. He says :—‘‘On that great river, the ‘Child of the Ocean,’ as 
the Chinese poetically term it, there are perhaps 100 cities with dense 
populations, all eager for trade. In one place on the river the pisci- 
cultural nurseries line the banks for nearly fifty miles. Many drugs 
of great value are found ; the so-called Turkey rhubarb ; the Spanish 
fly, indigenous to the western provinces of China, sent across the plains 
of Asia centuries ago and planted in Europe. The castor-oil, so repul- 
sive to the taste here, is as delicate there as the finest olive-oil, and is 
used for cooking fish. It isa wonderful land and full of mysteries. If 
Professor Baird will accompany me, I will show him in Southern China 
a cotton gin precisely similar to the one said to have been invented by 
the American Whitney. He will find all sorts of inventions and dis- 
coveries mae forty centuries ago in Cathay, yet claimed to-day as the 
inventions of our race in Europe and this country. Even the familiar 
tobacco and potato, which Sir Walter Raleigh supposed were the sole 
productions of America, may be found growing wild in China, along 
with cotton (short staple), the sweet potato, the maize, white and yellow 
corn, and the familiar buckwheat, so dear to the average American 
(soaked in butter, fat, and syrup) in winter time, and so bad for his 
poor stomach, All these grains and cereals were doubtless carried over 
Behring’s Strait by the nomad tribes of the great Mongolian plains in 
some far-forgotten period of the world’s strange history, and the China- 
man of those ages became the ancestor of the American Indian to-day. 
In North China I can show Professor Baird a most ingenious adaptation 
of means to the end in the shape of a peculiar barrow, with the wheel 
over the centre of the place for freight,—perhaps a family of half a 
dozen or 80, or a load of these so-called American cereals,—going to the 
market with these motive powers all working in perfect harmon y—viz., 
a donkey ahead tugging at the bamboo rope, a sort of lateen sail to 
catch the breeze that is always blowing over the vast plains of Mongolia 
and Manchooria, and the patient Chinaman steering the unique affair, 
and aiding its progress, if necessary, by a trot of about four miles an 
hour. <A few thousands spent now would be returned in millions in a 
few years. America ought to lead in China, At pregent we only drift 
along and lose golden opportunities daily.” 


Mr. Wittiam H. AsPrInwatt, the well-known China merchant of New 
York, died a few weeks since, in the sixty-seventh year of his age. He 
was born in New York in 1807. His father, Mr. John Aspinwall, was 
one of the old firm of Gilbert and John Aspinwall, who were engaged in 
the dry goods trade for many years. The deceased entered the house 
of G. G. and 8. S. Howland as a clerk, which position he occupied until 
1832, when he was taken into partnership by the firm. Here it was 
that the foundation of the splendid fortune he acquired in after years 
was laid. In 1836 or 1837 the senior partners of the house went out 
of business, each leaving a cash capital of $100,000 in the concern. 
William E. Howland, son of the senior partner, and William H. Aspin- 
wall then took charge, under the firm name of Howland and Aspinwall, 
which has since remained unchanged. As the business of the house 
on the Pacific coast was largely increased by the discovery of gold in 
California, Mr. Aspinwall directed his attention to the establishment of 
steam communication with San Francisco, and in 1848 he retired from 
active connection with the firm, and devoted himself wholly to this en- 
terprise, and associated with it the building of the Panama Railroad. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship Company was successfully organised 
through his efforts, and the success of the Panama Railroad was algo 
due, in a great measure, to his energetic advocacy of the plan and his 
untiring attention to the details. : :
